As soon as the sponges are brought 


aboard they are thrown In heapa on 
deck near the scuppers, where the 
barefooted sailors tramp and -work out 
the ooze; then, strung on lines,' they 
are soused o\er the side and trail over- 
board some ten hours dming tine night. 
To break .1111 separate from them shell- 
fish and other parasites they are beat- 
en with heavy sticks on deck or on the 
reef rocks off Tripoli, and after bejiig 
well soaked iu the sea again many are 
bleached by being immersed in a tub 
of water toiitnining a certain solution 
of oxalic neld, from vhidi they emerge 
a yellowish color, care having been 
taken to a\oicl burning them. 


Often great strings of sponges bleach- 


ing and drying In the sun cover large 
portions of the standing rigging of 
deposit bo its when In port. When dry 
they arc -n orl.ert rip in sand, then pack- 
ed In boxes ready for shipment.

quarter to n third of the crop is sold 
direct from Tripoli, mainly to England 
and to Trance and Italy. The bulk of 
the crop, unbleached and unprepared, 
Is taken at the close of the season to 
the Islands from which the boats came, 
where long experience, manipulation 
and cheap labor prepare them for the 
European market—Charles "Wellington 
Fnrlong In Harper's Magazine.
